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School Budget To 
Await Maxwells 
Re-Assessment 


This year’s millage tax to sup- 
port the 1965-66 county school 
budget cannot be proposed by the 
county school board until after 
Tax Assessor Edgar Maxwell has 
completed reassessment of the 
county's taxable real property, 
county school officials point out. 
Meanwhile, the dollars-and-cents 
budget “will come up for final 
adoption before the end of the 
month,” it is stated, with the mill- 
age tax proposal to be added 
“probably sometime in August.” 

Commenting on the budget, 
County Superintendent Robert W. 
Fulton said “Its emphasis has been 
placed on the instructional needs 
of-our schools, in which we are 
planning some major charges.” 

He noted that first graders next 
August 30‘when schools reopen, 
will graduate high school in the 
1977-78 school year “and we must. 
prepare them to’ meet the Amer- 
ica of 1977." 

“We are going to upgrade in- 
struction in our schools, and raise 
the accreditation levels in all our 
schools,” he said, “by reorganizing 
and ‘revitalizing our top instruct- 
ional administrative staff, and ad- 
ding specialists. in mathematics, 
industrial arts, science, languages 
and the humanities.” Fulton added, 
“The new budget will reflect these 
needs.” '

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Flood Control To 
OK New Television 
Tower Channel 4 


Proposals to build a 2,000-foot 
television tower and” to construct 
a@ new six-inch oil pipeline in water 
conservation. areas in Broward 
County, west of Ft. Lauderdale, 
bave won. approval of the Govern 
ing Board of the Central and 
Southern Florida Food Control 
District. 

But the proposals have some 
attached, it was explained by Ed 
Dail, FCD executive director, at 
the meeting Friday in West Palm 
Beach. 

The TV tower must also be ap- 
Proved by other governmental 
agencies, said Robert L. Searle of 
Coral Gables, Board member, who 
made the. motion to grant the per- 
mission requested by -WTVJ 
(Channel 4) Miami. Other agen- 
dies include the Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission, the 
Federal Aviation Agency, and ‘the 
State Board of Conservation. 
“Dick Hollandss, ‘assistant to the 
general manager of WTVJ, said 
other TV stations would be per- 
Mitted to tie in to the new trans- 
mitter if they pay a share of the 
lease rental. Hollands proposed to 
the FCD a rental of $1,000 per 
year and requested a 25-year. lease. 

Strong: opposition to the tower 
and pip-line was voiced by repre- 
sentatives of wildlife and conser- 
vation organizations. 

But Searle said, ‘in his opinion, 
nothing said at the meeting indi- 
cated that the TV tower would in- 
terfere with the purposes of the 
Flood Coritré] District. 

Riley S. Mites; Chairman of the 
CD Board, said the objections 
that were voiced shoul! more 
Properly be directed to other units 
‘of goverment, for example, the 
Géme Commission.

Project ‘is veteran -fishery biolo- 
gist, Harold Moody, of Leesburg. 

Moody with the hyacin- 
th study will be J. B. Copeland, 
fish management aid and two hy- 
acinth control crews with air boats

According to Moody, the Withla- 
coochee project will study the ef- 
fects of. hyacinths and .hyacinth 
control on the fish population and 
sport fishery of the river. The area 
designated for the study is consid- 
ered one of the most heavily. utiliz- 
ed rivers by sport fishermen of any 
river in the state, This portion of 
the river is estimated to provide 
240,000 man days of fishing per 
year. j

Area one will remain untreated 
except that’ small boat navigation
